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PREFACE 


This volume incorporates my first essays at historical 
research. In 1933-4, under the supervision of Professor F. M. 
Powicke, I examined and edited in part the Durham Dean and 
Chapter MSS. Misc. 5712 and Loc. iii, 40, as a B.Litt. thesis. 
From the beginning I hoped that I might have the honour of 
contributing a volume to the Surtees Society Publications, but, 
whenever I thought myself free to recast and complete my 
work, some impediment arose, and it was not until Christmas 
1939 that I could inform Dr. Hamilton Thompson that the 
task was completed. Yet no editor can feel that his work is 
really finished until the last proofs have been corrected, and 
the impact of the war, with its destruction of mental tran¬ 
quillity and its diversion of interest to affairs which appear 
more immediate, may prove to have been a more formidable 
obstacle to the attainment of that standard of scholarship 
which I had as an ideal than the lack of continuity from which 
the editing had already suffered. But if the later stages of 
the work have been attended too often by frustration, the 
earlier were conducted in the happiest circumstances. It was 
a privilege to have the guidance of Professor Powicke; and 
then my visit to Durham in 1933 was most delightful: everyone 
I met was helpful and kind, and if I mention only Professor 
D. W. Thomas, Mr. B. Colgrave, and the late Mr. K. C. Bayley, 
the Clerk to the Chapter, it is not because I am not grateful 
to all who encouraged a young scholar. I should also like to 
thank the Dean and Chapter of Durham, who have always 
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obliged me most generously. Besides giving me facilities for 
working in the College, they have on three occasions deposited 
MSS. for me elsewhere. 

The printing of a work such as this in wartime is except¬ 
ionally difficult. The collection of the subject notes at the 
end of the volume instead of their appearance on the appro¬ 
priate page is a most regrettable but unavoidable alteration 
of the original plan. My greatest obligation is to Dr. A. Hamilton 
Thompson, who has helped me to see this book through the 
Press, who has borne patiently with a soldier’s irritation at 
modifications made necessary by the war, and who has at all 
times given me the benefit of his ripe scholarship.

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INTRODUCTION 


i. Durham Historical Literature. 

In this volume are printed Durham annals of the late 
thirteenth century and a collection of documents taken from 
three Durham formularies. The annals run from 1207 to 1286, 
but are at their fullest from 1272 onwards, and the documents 
come mainly from the first priorate of Hugh de Derlington, 
1258-1272; so that less than half a century of the history of 
Durham convent is fully covered. For that period the volume 
can be regarded as an appendix to James Raine’s Scriptores 
Tres d Our annals were used by Graystanes as a source for his 
history, and our documents amplify Raine’s appendix. In one 
way, however, this volume differs profoundly from the Scrip- 
tores Tres. Its contents are almost homogeneous. Both the 
annals and the formularies spring from that interest in law and 
administration which is so characteristic of the convent at this 
period, and, however much they may differ superficially in 
form, they are only different methods of using documents, and 
these differences often tend to become indistinct. 

Bishop Stubbs wrote, 4 Of the several schools of English 
Mediaeval History, the most ancient, the most fertile, the 
longest lived, and the most widely spread was the Northum¬ 
brian.’ 2 But at Durham itself the thirteenth century was one 
of its most barren periods. After Symeon and his continuators 
there is little history worthy of the name until Graystanes 
restored some life into a dying tradition. 

The effects of the Norman Conquest were insidious but 
decisive. Durham slowly ceased to be the centre of a Northern 
culture, and became an outpost of the Latin world. The life 
of the monastery became more introspective. Durham his¬ 
torians no longer illuminate the history of Northumbria; yet 
this is a period most plentifully illustrated by documents. 
Volumes could be printed from the convent’s archives. These

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facts are probably not unconnected. It is an infinitely harder 
task to base narrative on documents than on tradition, hearsay 
and older prose accounts. This has been seen in modern 
historians. A greater mastery of expression is required, a 
firmer sense of values and a wider imagination. When these 
qualities were available such a work as Matthew Paris's 
Chronica Majora could be produced; when absent, the rather 
jejune and unliterary annals such as are printed here. 

Not only the shrinking of the horizon and the greater 
difficulties of the task, but a change of interest is also respon¬ 
sible for the barrenness of the historical literature. The thir¬ 
teenth century is famous for its law and its lawyers. The 
convent of Durham was litigious to a degree that would have 
delighted the profession in any age. With a bishop who was 
more than a bishop, a monastery of great power and tradition, 
and a metropolitan of exceptional weakness, there were fruitful 
opportunities for discord. And the softening of manners 
favoured the convent. Anthony Bek could still attempt the 
use of soldiery against his monks, but it was no longer in fashion, 
and the attorneys of the convent might well be as acute as those 
of the bishop. Canon law was reaching its most flourishing 
period, and the political state of England offered the greatest 
freedom of action. To the cloistered monk litigation offered a 
new excitement. He had the thrust and parry in a bloodless 
battle, and the delight of over-drawn subtlety and of endless 
prevarication. He had moreover the opportunity of frequent 
absences. And this change of interest is naturali y reflected in 
the historical memorials. In the twelfth century bishops and 
monastic houses had striven to gather a court which excelled 
as a humanistic centre, and hence its literature is the glory of 
the Middle Ages. In the thirteenth century interest lay in 
collecting the best proctors and attorneys, and so cartularies 
and formularies, registers and law reports become its most 
characteristic literary production. 

Documents can be edited in many ways and for different 
purposes. The convent of Durham required their recording 
mainly for two purposes: as a guide to historical precedent, 
and as a guide to diplomatic precedent. The stranger bishops 
of Durham were continually outraging the traditions of the 
convent. The great quarrel with York started on the pretext 
of a word omitted from a letter of presentation. Old men have 
memories, on which even popes could base their acts, but the 
written precedent is more cogent. Moreover, technical objec* 
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tions were given great weight in the courts, and no nicety in 
the drawing up of a document was superfluous. 

A good register could serve both these purposes. We shall 
discuss later whether the convent kept a register at this time; 1 
but, even if it did, the mediaeval register always had the draw¬ 
back of incompleteness. No mediaeval chancery could record 
the mass of documents with which it dealt. Nor is it likely 
that the daily thumbing of a register for letter forms would 
be encouraged. Hence memorials on selected points, and col¬ 
lections for specialized purposes might still be advisable. It 
is with such products that we are dealing here. On one hand 
we have short chronicles dealing almost entirely with important 
legal points, and, on the other, formularies, the purpose of 
which was to provide the convent with a suitable pattern for 
any document it had to issue. The formulary, then, is for 
routinal use, and the historical details can advantageously be 
suppressed. But when the routinal form is challenged, the 
chronicle with its historical data is required, and it is inferior 
only to the actual document as a record of precedent, while 
superior to the register in providing in addition to the documents 
an exposition of the case. 

2. The Annals. 

The annals printed here are found in a late thirteenth 
century MS., British Museum, Cotton collection, Julius D. iv. 
The codex is a volume of 184 folios, 187 by 135 mm. A fifteenth 
century hand (the familiar 4 third hand ’) gives the contents 
of the volume on fo. 124V.: 

Contenta huius libelli sunt hec: 

Placitum inter dominum Willelmum Whikewam, archie- 
piscopum Ebor’, et priorem et capitulum Dun elm’ super 
obediencia et visitacione faciendas. 

Cronica Bruti. Diuisio Anglorum in septem regna. 

Cronica regum Anglie post Conquestum. 

Cronica de fundacione ecclesie Dunelm’ et de eius epis¬ 
copis et prioribus. 

The Brut Chronicle occupies the first forty-eight folios. 
Incipit, ‘ Britannia Insula a Britone filio Isioconis filii Alani 
de genere Japhedi.’ Excipit, ‘ et eam digne nomine belli 
uocauit.’ The text, written with twenty-six lines to the page, 
takes up 135 by 75 mm., and there is a large margin on one

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side and at the foot. It is in this space that the Cronica de 
fundatione ecclesie Dunelrn, etc., which has been discussed and 
printed by Dr. Craster, 1 is written. 

On fo. 48 begins the Cronica regum Anglie post Conquestum 
with ‘[AJduentus Normanorum in Angliam . . . .’ The space 
left for an illuminated letter has not been filled. The text 
occupies 130 by 100 mm., and has thirty lines to the page. 
It is composed in the form of annals, and the dates are given 
in the margin. At first these are rubricated; later alternate 
dates are rubricated, and finally the rubrication ceases. After 
fo. 82, when the narrative has expanded into an exclusively 
Durham chronicle, the marginal dates become rare. The 
chronicle ends on fo. ii8v. These 118 folios are written in one 
hand, which cannot be earlier than 1286, but does not appear 
to be much later. A rubricator has decorated capitals and 
other suitable letters with strokes of red. 

The next five folios are filled with miscellaneous historical 
material. On fo. 119 and its verso, in a new and bad hand, 
is an account of King Edward’s activities in Scotland in 1292. 
This is repeated verbatim in another hand on the next folio, 
probably because the first example is so execrably written. 
Short annals for the years 1306-9 are written on fo. 121 and 
its verso , possibly in the same hand, and on ff. 122-4 are even 
briefer annals for the years 1274-1328 in a hand (the ‘ second 
hand ’) which is responsible for occasional entries inserted in 
the Cronica regum Anglie post Conquestum. 

The rest of the volume is occupied by the Placitum inter 
dominum Willelmum Whikewam, etc. This part of the MS. is 
quite distinct, and has a ? fifteenth-century foliation running 
from 1-62, 2 and traces of a distinct series of signatures. It 
is composed of six gatherings of unequal size, and at least 
three hands can be distinguished: (1) the first and second 
gatherings; (2) the third, fourth and fifth, and (3) the sixth. 
Each of these groups also corresponds to a subject division. 
The sections have not been bound up in chronological order, 
for the sixth gathering should fall between the second and 
third. The outside leaves of the fourth gathering also have 
been misplaced, and now form the outside leaves of the fifth 
gathering. There is, however, no disturbance in the early 
foliation. The script is usually small and tightly packed, and 
all the hands seem of the close of the thirteenth century.

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Throughout the volume occur editorial inscriptions in a 
fifteenth-century hand, which we call ‘ the third.’ There is a 
modern foliation in pencil. 

The Cromca regum Anglie post Conquestum , from which the 
annals printed here are taken, is a very composite production. 
It falls into two clearly distinguishable parts, of which the 
second can again be divided. The title only applies strictly 
to the first part of the compilation, but we will use it for the 
whole. 

The first part of the chronicle consists of a short and 
spasmodic account of the actions of the*kings of England from 
the Conquest until 1201, with a certain admixture of Northern 
and Durham affairs, in the form of extracts of various lengths 
from other chronicles. The events of these 135 years are 
contained in twenty-four folios, and, as many of the excerpts 
are short, and may often be paraphrases, it is not always 
possible to determine their provenance with precision. Symeon 
of Durham is the source for several passages, and later there 
is a growing dependence on Roger of Howden. The period 
1154-80 is treated very scantily, and only occupies two pages, 
which presents an analogy with Walter of Coventry, who did 
not know the earlier parts of Howden’s chronicle; yet passages 
under the years 1136, 1137 and 1138 have been taken directly 
from the northern chronicler, and reproduce some of his char¬ 
acteristic readings. From the year 1181, however, the chronicle 
consists almost entirely of passages excerpted from Howden, 
often copied verbatim, and including some that occur in him 
alone. 

The second part is that which runs from the year 1202, 
when Howden finishes, to 1272, and occupies ten folios. It 
takes the form of brief Durham annals. The text is still made 
up of notices of varying lengths and of varying intensity of 
detail, but the material is extremely scanty. The years 1202- 
1206 have no entries at all, and many lines are left blank in 
the manuscript. But it has become a Durham chronicle. Only 
occasional notices of events of great importance in the outside 
world occur, and even these are frequently inaccurate, and 
usually misdated. A few have been inserted in the ‘ second 
hand,’ which is responsible for short annals which appear later 
in the manuscript. The Durham material in this portion is 
miscellaneous. Some entries are straightforward notices of 
events; but it does not appear that contemporary annals have 
been incorporated. Most of the notices are paraphrases of, or 
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founded on documents. Three entries occupy half the space 
The first is an account of the 1237-1240 vacancy in the bishop¬ 
ric; the second describes the resignation of Prior Bertram in 
1258, and consists mostly of documents, and the third, also 
with documents, is concerned with the process against the 
ex-prior Bertram in 1266. 

This episodic character is seen in a more extreme form in 
the third part of the chronicle. On fo. 82 the annals cease, 
or rather, perhaps, take on such a dropsical form, that they 
can hardly be called annals, for the last thirty-six folios are 
occupied by four distinct pieces. Each of these deals intensively 
with an event of legal importance, and each is composed 
largely of documents. The first of these episodes is devoted 
to the resignation of Prior Hugh de Derlington and the election 
of his successor in 1272/3, and occupies thirteen folios. The 
second records the convent’s participation in the second council 
of Lyons, 1274, and its election of a bishop when Robert 
Stichill died on the return from the council. This takes up five 
folios. The third, of the same length, deals with the election 
of Anthony Bek to the bishopric in 1283, and the fourth, 
occupying twelve folios, is an account of the resignation of 
Prior Richard de Claxton and of the second election of Hugh 
de Derlington in 1285/6. 

The first two of these pieces occur elsewhere as indepen¬ 
dent short chronicles. The first is written on the recto of the 
last six membranes of a Durham roll, Dean and Chapter 
muniments, Misc. 5712, and the second on the dorse of the 
same roll, with a continuation on the recto of the last mem¬ 
brane. 1 The 4 A.D. 1272/3 ’ chronicle has been absorbed 
integrally, although the protocols of some documents have 
been shortened; but the two texts are independent. Each has 
been taken from a third source, possibly the draft. The ‘ A.D. 
1274 ’ chronicle has been slightly edited. Four documents 
have been omitted and paraphrased, and two others have been 
inserted. The paraphrasing is clumsy, and reveals that a full 
version has been used, for there is a reference to ‘ the form 
written above,’ when that is one of the pieces omitted. The 
insertion of documents is even more unhappy. An attempt has 
been made to give the king’s reply to the convent’s request 
for the licence to elect, which is common to both versions.

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For some reason only half of the royal letter is given, and, as 
a substitute, the royal licence for the next election, that of 
Anthony Bek in 1283, is added. No other versions of the last 
two episodes have been found, although they also probably 
existed independently. 1 

We get a profounder understanding of the nature of these 
short chronicles from an examination of the Placitum inter 
dominum Whikewam, etc., the last item in the Cotton manu¬ 
script. It is an abortive attempt to produce another such 
chronicle. A large number of documents concerned with this 
great law suit, mostly entered on rolls, still survive at Durham. 
At the end of the thirteenth century there must have been an 
even greater number, and it is understandable that when there 
was so great an historico-legal interest at Durham, an attempt 
should have been made to edit the material, and produce an 
orderly account. But the task was not completed. Only half 
of the Placitum consists of documents in historical sequence 
with explanatory narrative; the other half is merely a collection 
of documents. But the failure is instructive, for we can see 
out of what material the chronicles were constructed. On 
fo. 163 begins a public instrument drawn up by Mr. Edmund 
of Canterbury, or of Verdun, the public notary retained by the 
convent, which occupies twelve folios, and contains about six 
thousand words. It is an account of the proceedings of the 
court of the judges-delegate sitting at Carlisle in October 1284, 
probably the official process, for Edmund was so employed by 
the court sitting at Stamford in February 1281/2, 2 and in its 
course at least twenty documents are entered, some being 
public instruments themselves. *This great public instrument 
is very similar to the chronicles which have been used to swell 
the Cronica regum post Conquestum. It has but three differences: 
firstly it has its characteristic protocols; secondly, it presents 
the documents in the order in which they were exhibited to 
the court, and not in their historical sequence; and thirdly, the 
notary often obtrudes in the first person— 4 Loquitur notarius 
publicans processum.’ But it will readily be seen that to 
produce such a work as the 4 A.D. 1272/3 ’ chronicle, all that

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has to be done is to rearrange the documents and adapt the 
narrative of the notary. 

This explanation of the origin of these chronicles also fits 
the subject matter. Each of them describes events which it 
is more than likely were recorded by the notary at the convent’s 
request. Moreover, traces of the notary have not been entirely 
obliterated from the 4 A.D. 1285/6 ’ chronicle. At one point 
he is allowed to speak in the Decretum of the election— 4 Dictam 
uero eleccionem . . . continuo,’ 1 and on another occasion a 
speech of Henry de Hornecastre has a marginal note, 4 Queratur 
ista confessio sub manu publica in fine eleccionis ad hoc signum.’ 2 
That this chronicle is based on the notarial record of the 
election is evident; that the others are similarly derived is 
likely. 

The compiler of these short chronicles, then, was little more 
than an editor, and the marginal note just mentioned takes 
away from him some of the activity with which he might easily 
be credited: the contribution of the conversations. It appears 
from the Placitum that the presence of the public notary was 
secured at all important interviews, so that he could record 
the proceedings, 3 and most of the conversations reported in 
these chronicles occur in debates on policy or in personal inter¬ 
views. It would be difficult to find one which is not of legal 
importance. And so, while the compiler can probably be 
credited with the selection and presentation of these passages 
of oratio recta , it cannot be maintained that they are his 
personal contributions. 

Such is the nature of the annals printed here. We have 
already traced three stages in their production: first there are 
notarial processes; these are redrafted into short chronicles 
as they appear on the roll, and finally these episodes are used 
to swell the Cronica regum post Conquestum, and suffer a little 
editing. The last stage is their absorption into Graystanes’ 
chronicle. A few entries in our annals also appear in Geoffrey 
of Coldingham; but there is not enough, evidence to determine 
the relationship. Graystanes, however, undoubtedly used our 
annals as the main basis for his work. His narrative swells 
when one of these episodes is available, the wording is often 
identical, and he can usually only fill in the gaps by listing

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such facts as he could derive from documents, most commonly 
details of territorial acquisitions. 

Graystanes cannot get real balance into his history; but he 
uses his material well. He assimilates the documents, and 
creates an almost continuous narrative. Here and there a 
document is recorded in oratio obliqua almost in its entirety, 
but generally there is great compression, and the wearisome 
prolixity, which comes from quoting legal materials, is to a 
large extent avoided. Perhaps his most remarkable achieve¬ 
ment is the reduction of the Placitum inter dominum Willelmum 
Whikewam, etc., a work of not much less than fifty thousand 
words, into about three thousand four hundred words. Com¬ 
pared with his predecessors, Graystanes is a pigmy. Yet the 
opening up of his sources has been kind to him. It allows us 
to see his difficulties, and to credit him not only with a sense 
of proportion, but also with those occasional human touches 
and little stories, which he has gathered from elsewhere, and 
which relieve the excessive legal preoccupation forced on him 
by his materials. It is true that he hardly improves when he 
comes to years of which he was a living witness; but perhaps 
he was hesitant to disturb the tone which his immediate pre¬ 
decessors had set. 

It is clear that Graystanes used a text independent of 
those discussed here. He used a better MS., for occasionally 
he gives what is almost certainly the proper reading when 
there is confusion in the texts of both the Cotton MS. and the 
roll. But the text he used could have differed little except in 
accuracy; and so we have reached a fourth stage: a history 
of the convent has been written out of the annals. 

3. The Formularies and the Documents. 

The documents printed here have been taken almost 
entirely from Durham formularies, three of which, drawn up 
in the third quarter of the thirteenth century, have survived. 
Two are on rolls—Durham Dean and Chapter muniments, 
Locellus iii, 40, and Miscellaneous 5712, and the third is in a 
so-called register, ff. 15-26 of British Museum, Stowe 930. 
None of them can be called, a pure formulary, for the compilers 
often tired of writing N. episcopus and talis magister de tali loco. 
Also each contains a good proportion of material which has no 
precedential value; but in the case of the rolls much of this 
may be extraneous, for blank parchment was always a temp- 
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tation to a scribe, and new membranes can be added to rolls. 
Moreover Locellus iii, 40 is rather a miscellaneous florilegium 
than a collection of business forms, and in the Stowe collection 
the legal interest is as strong as the diplomatic. Nevertheless, 
for the sake of convenience, we shall continue to call them 
formularies. 

Misc. 5712 is a parchment roll of fourteen membranes, about 
eight metres long, rather worn at the beginning, but otherwise 
in good condition, containing documents written in several 
hands of the second half of the thirteenth century. An endorse¬ 
ment (c. 1500) is as follows, 4 Copie, literarum iudici spirituali 
pernecessariarum, et capitula generalia nostri ordinis in pro- 
uincia Ebor’ quondam tenta cum quibusdam statutis, cessio 
Hugonis prioris et electio Ricardi Hoton, cum maxima diffi¬ 
cultate optent a ab episcopo D.’ 

The first five membranes form an entity, for the documents 
run over the joins; and the collection which has the best title 
to be called a formulary is on the recto and on part of the 
dorse 1 of these. There is a clear classification of forms indicated 
by the rubricator, and the amount of historical data left in 
the documents is small. The contents of the nine independent 
membranes are, however, miscellaneous, and have that same 
ambiguity of purpose which is encountered in the other two 
formularies. Membrane six contains a collection of petitions, 
which may be a continuation of the set on the dorse of the 
fourth and fifth membranes; but few of them have precedential 
value. Membrane seven is made up of emasculated letters 
dealing with Durham episcopal elections. Here it is difficult 
to suggest a reason for the suppression of historical details. 
With membrane eight the change in character is completed: 
most of the pieces are letter forms of no legal interest. The last 
five membranes are quite distinct, and contain the ‘ A.D. 
1274 5 chronicle and statutes of the Northern General Chapters 
of the Benedictines. From internal evidence it appears that 
the collection on the first eight membranes was made towards 
the end of the first priorate of Hugh de Derlington. 2 

The Stowe collection seems to be of exactly the same date, 3

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and is written in one hand of the second half of the thirteenth 
century. The documents are roughly classified, although with¬ 
out subject headings, but there is very little suppression of 
historical detail. Names of persons and of places are usually 
given in full, and the date appears quite frequently. Indeed, 
the editing is most illogical, for those which have the least pre¬ 
cedential value (e.g. Ottobono’s letters 1 ) are those that have 
suffered the most. It appears that the legal interest is dominant. 

Locellus, iii. 40 is a roll of two independent membranes, 
the first 211 by 711 mm., the second 216 by 648 mm., in good 
condition, containing documents written in at least two hands 
of the turn of the thirteenth century. On the dorse paragraph 
signs have been rubricated. An endorsement ( c . 1500) runs: 
‘ Copie diuersarum literarum diuersis secundum eorum diuersam 
condicionem mittentarum [sz’c], et nota bene easdem pro foro 
canonico.’ 

From internal evidence the collection seems to have been 
made during the early years of the priorate of Richard de 
Ho ton; 2 but, although the latest in production, it is the most 
rudimentary in form, if it had any pretensions of being a legal 
formulary. There is no classification of forms, and the pieces 
themselves are of the most miscellaneous character. The first 
membrane contains a large proportion of real letters, and a 
number of documents concerned with the quarrel between the 
convent and the archbishops of York (1281-6). But there is 
a general suppression or contraction of proper names, and dates 
are never given. The second membrane has no homogeneity. 
On the recto, after a royal letter of public interest, are political 
and social poems and an account of the Crusading Council of 
1292, followed by letter forms, all but one of which are also 
to be found on the dorse of membrane eight of the large roll. 
On the dorse are letter forms and excerpts from John of Salis¬ 
bury and from some collection of the Becket correspondence. 
It is hard to see the exact purpose of this roll; but perhaps 
the dominant motive was the creation of a literary and stylistic 
florilegium. 

Some documents are common to two or all three collections, 
and the question of the relationship between the formularies 
must be considered. The collection on the large roll has a 
number of pieces which appear in the others. It shares a 
third of Stowe’s 100 pieces, and has fourteen which also occur

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in Locellus iii, 40. But the Stowe corpus and the small roll 
are independent except for two documents which are common 
to all. 

The thirty-five pieces shared between the large roll and the 
Stowe collection are distributed fairly evenly in the latter, and, 
apart from one which appears on the dorse of the sixth mem¬ 
brane, are to be found on the first five membranes of the former. 
But it cannot be held that either collection is indebted to the 
other. The Stowe text is the product of a stupidly careless 
scribe, and contains many blunders which have not been repro¬ 
duced by the scribe of Misc. 5712. Nor can the Stowe collector 
have drawn on the larger roll, for almost invariably his docu¬ 
ments contain historical detail which has been suppressed in 
the other. 

Fourteen pieces also are common to the two rolls. They all 
appear on the recto of the second membrane in the small roll, 
and seven of them occur in the same order on the dorse of the 
eighth membrane in the large roll. In this case it is likely that 
Misc. 5712 was used by the compiler of Locellus iii, 40. The 
text of the large roll is often better, and is of an earlier date. 

As the two largest collections are certainly independent, but 
share thirty-three documents, it is important to discover from 
what source they selected their material, and determine, if 
possible, whether they drew on the originals or on another 
collection. The fact that thirty-three pieces are common to 
both immediately suggests that they were both indebted to a 
compilation, for it is no little coincidence. In the absence of 
the originals textual criticism is almost impossible, for it can¬ 
not be determined whether the texts have common variations, 
and no manifest common blunders are apparent. Nevertheless 
both texts appear to share a lacuna and at least one error. 

It is clear that some of the documents were taken from a 
formulary which is no longer extant. This is proved by the 
identical abbreviations of common form found in the various 
copies. But it is unlikely that such a compilation was the only 
source, and interesting indications as to the nature of the other 
are to be found in the Stowe collection. Some of its documents 
are prefaced by a short historical account: ‘ Memorandum 
quod . . . Z 1 In some cases this has been crowded into the 
space left for the title, or in the margin, but in others it appears 
integrally in the text. Some documents are also followed by 
such a note as ‘ Statim admissus est et institutus/ etc. 2 These

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might possibly be the product of the personal knowledge of the 
scribe, or they might be taken from the endorsement on the 
original. But in several cases the scribe gives the date as ‘ anno 
supradicto,’ when there is no obvious date to follow, 1 and in 
one case, in a memorandum, 2 he cuts short his recital of a 
document with ‘ as above in the letter granted to Sir R. de 
Clifford.’ This document is not given; but one which fulfils all 
the requirements, although the name has been abbreviated to 
Sir R. de N., appears on Misc. 5712. 3 

It cannot be doubted, then, that both the Stowe and the 
Misc. 5712 collections are, in part at least, derived from earlier 
collections, and that a pure formulary would not alone suffice. 
Some of the characteristics of the other source can be postu¬ 
lated; the documents must have been given in full, or nearly 
so; it is unlikely that it contained titles, because the headings 
are usually quite different in the two extant collections; and 
it appears to have given some of the documents in chrono¬ 
logical order, for the Stowe scribe can reproduce its ‘ anno 
supradicto.’ These are the specifications of a register. 

A consideration of the type of document preserved in the 
formularies also supports this conclusion. In-coming letters 
are overwhelmingly outnumbered by the out-going; proxies 
and documents concerned with the convent’s patronage of 
churches and with the affairs of the cells form the bulk of their 
contents, and most of the miscellaneous material, such as royal 
writs, letters of the legate Ottobono, and important public 
documents would not appear incongruously in a mediaeval 
register. The earliest extant register of the convent begins in 
1312, and none earlier was existing even in 1421. From this 
it has been inferred that the collections we have been consid¬ 
ering are ‘ perhaps to be regarded as experiments leading up 
to the series of register books.’ 4 Yet the evidence seems to 
point at least to the existence of a register covering, perhaps 
irregularly, the first priorate of Hugh de Derlington. This is 
in harmony with what we know of Hugh. His advice was 
always sought on matters of procedure when he was in retire¬ 
ment, and his first act on his return as prior was to have the 
accounts of the bursary re-audited for the years of his absence.

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The documents which have been selected for presentation 
here are taken solely from these three MSS., but not exclusively 
from the parts which can be called formularies. The nuclei 
have attracted miscellaneous pieces, and these have not been 
rejected. It was possible to arrange the documents in one of 
several ways. They have been presented to illustrate the 
administration of the monastery, thus preserving a balance 
between the claims of local history and of diplomatics. There 
are certainly drawbacks in this plan. Documents dealing with 
individual churches are often scattered, for they illustrate 
different functions. But it seemed reprehensible to use docu¬ 
ments, which were collected at the time to aid those actively 
engaged in the administration of the convent, otherwise than 
as illustrations of their work—a natural use of the documents, 
and, it is to be hoped, a profitable one. 

4. Explanatory Notes on the Editing. 

The annals are printed from British Museum Cotton MS., 
Julius D, iv, which is referred to in the footnotes as MS. 
The ‘ A.D. 1272/3 ’ chronicle, taken from Durham Dean and 
Chapter muniments, Misc. 5712, is collated as P, and the 
‘ A.D. 1274 ’ chronicle, appearing on the same roll, is collated 
as Y. The various texts are of equal authority; but to preserve 
uniformity the spelling of the Cotton MS. alone has been 
followed, and preference has been given to its readings in cases 
of doubt. 

The illustrative documents have been taken from three 
formularies: B. M. Stowe 930 (S), Durham D. and C. mun., 
Misc. 5712 (M), and Durham D. and C. mun., Locellus iii, 
40 (L). The italic entry in the margin at the head of each 
document refers to the MSS. used in the preparation of the 
text. Two at least of the MSS. are of equal authority, and the 
printed text is partially conflated; but the spelling of that 
MS., which is listed first in the italic entry is alone reproduced. 
Preference is given to the readings of this principal MS. in 
cases of doubt, and the text of this MS. is referred to in the 
footnotes as MS. 

In both sections of the book orthographical differences in 
the collated MSS., except in the case of proper names, have 
not been noticed, and erasures and alterations are indicated only 
if considered to be significant. Although the spelling of the 
principal MSS. has been faithfully reproduced, manifest errors 
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have been corrected in the printed text, and the MS. reading 
given in the footnotes. Lacunae due to mutilation have been 
restored in parentheses ( ); other insertions, whether derived 
from collated MSS., or, in the case of unique texts, supplied 
by the editor, are enclosed in square brackets [ ]. The text 
thus reconstructed is the basis for comparison with the collated 
MSS. Extensions of doubtful abbreviations and of contracted 
proper names are expressed by italic letters. The punctuation 
is my own. Heavy square brackets [ ] have been used to 

enclose passages written in later hands which occur in the MSS. 

A dual footnote apparatus has been used, numbers for 
textual, and letters for subject notes. Where the textual 
footnote ‘ omit 5 is found, reference is to the one word preceding 
the number. Place names are identified in the index. Notes 
on persons are usually given on the first occurrence. Dates 
at the head of a document enclosed in square brackets have 
been supplied by the editor.

Et nouit deus quod nichil 
exigo a uobis [nisi propter] 2 puritatem consciencie uestre et 
mee, et quod sitis habiles et quales esse debetis. Redeatis 
ergo, et ego mittam uobiscum dominum R icar dum de 
Barneby, confratrem vestrum, et per ipsum remandetis michi 
uoluntatem eorum. Et quidem bene scio vnde prouenit illud 
impedimentum: superbia seniorum facit totum. Iuuenes 
enim faciunt quicquid eis fuerit iniunctum; set seniores non 
permittunt. Isti 3 similes sunt magnatibus pluribus huius 
regni, qui, quando sufit excommunicati pro transgressione 
sua, et debent satisfacere ecclesie, antequam absoluantur, 
uolunt quod satisfaccio ordinetur secundum uoluntatem pro¬ 
priam, et nullo modo stare iudicio 4 ecclesie; set, si aliud fuerit 
eis iniunctum contra uoluntatem propriam, dicunt quod 
libencius stabunt in excommunicacione toto tempore uite sue, 
quam paciantur despectum corporis. Et hoc habent a 
diabolo, quia homo Christianus debet semper uelle que deus 
uult, et honor est omni Christiano viuere et facere secundum 
statuta ecclesie, et, si monachus 5 esset, coram toto mundo 
honor esset ei ea facere que ad ordinem spectant/ Et ait 
quidam de clericis suis, 4 Certe, domine, vos debetis deferre 
senioribus/ Et ille, quasi indignanter, 4 Et ego dispensabo 
cum senioribus et aliis, qui sunt in conuentu, quod ipsi 6 
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ueniant in habitu; ipsi tantum, qui sunt in custodia, faciant 
sicut predictum est/ Et omnes clerici tunc clamauerunt 
quod satisfecit pro conuentu dominus episcopus, et bene 
debent facere ea que exigit. Nuncii responderunt se nichil 
ulterius posse facere nec 1 dicere, et sic recesserunt, et domi¬ 
nus Ricardus cum eis, premissa fratribus nuncianda, et 
responsum eorum episcopo referendum. 

Congregatis igitur fratribus post reditum nunciorum, 
aperuerunt eis ea que audierant; qui, in maxima parte a 
uoluntate pristina auersi, dicebant se nec ratum nec firmum 
habere mandatum domino episcopo directum, nec se pridie 
eidem mandato assensum prebuisse, licet aperte non reclam- 
auerint; immo magis mori uellent, quam aliquo modo pro¬ 
fessionem coram eo recitare. Quidam uero ex eis dicebant, 
fo. 8 5 v. quod adeo bene tangit eos, / qui in diuersis cellis commoran¬ 
tur infra regnum et extra, sicut eos qui domi sunt, et ideo nec 
poterant nec debebant sine eis 2 respondere. Et quoniam post 
prandium minime poterant concordare 3 super responso faci¬ 
endo, dixerunt dicto Ricardo, quod uoluerunt in crastinum 
per aliquos de suis respondere. Post uesperas iterum con¬ 
gregati, super premissis tra[c]tabant ad inuicem usque infra 
noctem; vbi quidam dicebant se ignorare utrum haberent 
capud an non, et sine capite non tenebantur respondere. 
Alii dicebant, quod, licet haberent priorem, non tamen 
respondere ualebant sine fratribus qui extra morabantur. 
Post matutinas iterum congregatis omnibus, consultum fuit 4 
eis a quibusdam propter uaria pericula, que imminebant, 
quod omnes adirent priorem, et instanter supplicarent ei, 
quod staret in officio suo donec dom[u]i melius prouideretur; 
quod et factum est. Omnesque prostrati coram eo, fusis 
lacrimis postulabant, ut non relinqueret eos in [tali] statu, 
set adhuc staret in officio suo. Qui flens, et eis compaciens, 
quantum in ipso fuit, annuit peticioni eorum, et se stare 
promisit, dummodo ipsi procurarent erga episcopum quod 
ipse hoc ei iniungeret, quia non erat in eo stare uel non stare, 
eo quod episcopus litteram cessionis ipsius penes se haberet, 
et ignorabat vtrum cessionem suam admitteret, nec ne. 
Fratres igitur, nimium gratulati, destinauerunt ix. uel x. 
fratres cum suppriore ad episcopum cum litteris de creden¬ 
da, sigillo capituli signatis, qui eum ex parte vniuersitatis 
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attencius exorabant, quatinus pro 1 deo et amore Sancti 
Cuthberti partes suas cum eis interponeret cum effectu, ut 
ipse in officio suo staret, et, si preces et amoniciones eum 
ad hoc inducere minime ualerent, ei in uirtute sancte obedi- 
encie iniungeret, ne locum suum desereret. Et cum assererent 
securos fore de gracia optinenda, dummodo se cum effectu 
intromitteret, promisit se omnem diligenciam circa hoc adhib¬ 
iturum, et ad negocium maturandum promisit se in crasti¬ 
num apud Beurepayr uenturum; ubi ei occurrit prior cum 29 Dec. 
predictis fratribus et pluribus aliis. Quibus in camera coram 
eo congregatis, intimauit dicto priori uoluntatem et peticio- 
nem fratrum suorum, sepius ei inculcans, quantum eis tene¬ 
batur pro ostensione intime affectus, 2 quam erga eum habe¬ 
bant, «et quid quantumque honoris ei accrescere potuit ex la¬ 
bore et amore precipuo, quem erga eum habebant, ut mundus 
perpendere potuit, si / eorum uoluntati consentiret; rogans/ 0 .86 . 
et admonens, ut tantum honorem non desereret, set locum 
suum teneret.

preteractis temporibus 4 sciuit et inspexit, mirum fuit quod 
nichil cogitarent de mandato sibi ab eisdem directo per 
dominum R icardum de Barneby, videlicet quod uoluerunt 
respondere ei per nuncios proprios tercia die precedenti ad 
articulos de professione sua facienda sibi 5 propositos, maxime 
cum plures et excellenciores domus cum ipso per biduum 
colloquium habuissent et super uariis rebus tractatum, et 
nullam inde mencionem faciebant, vnde non potuit ei ad 
plenum constare, aut alia de causa quam nominare uolebant.

Id' Ianuarii, post magnam missam in¬ 
gressus capitulum cum clericis suis et multis aliis, iussit 
vocari priorem / et conuentum. Quibus ingressis, primo 
fecit legi 3 ordinacionem, quam fecerat de manerio de Gret- 
ham’ cum pertinentiis, et signari sigillo suo et sigillo 4 capit¬ 
uli, littera dupplicata. Quo facto, magister R icardus de 
Bradewelle 5 6 * iussu episcopi legit litteram, sigillo episcopi signa¬ 
tam, de admissione cessionis; cuius tenor talis erat:

(a) This date is certainly wrong. The authorities are divided between 23 
and 24 March 1208; see Norgate, John Lackland, p. 127, note 9. If assump¬ 
tionis in the text is a mistake for annuntiationis , the date is made 24 March 
1207/8. 

(b) Wendover [The Flowers of History, ed. H. G. Hewlett (Rolls Series, 
1886-9), ii» i°3] gives 29 June; W. Coventry [Memoriale, ed. W. Stubbs 
(R. S., 1872-3), ii, 217], R. Coggeshall [Chronicon, ed. J. Stevenson (R.S., 
1875), P- 169] and the Ann. Waverley [in Annales Monastici, ed. H. R. Luard 
(R. S., 1864-9), ii, 281] support 2 July 1214.

Pat. , p. 81), and 
the royal mandate to the guardian of the see to restore the temporalities is 
dated 29 June 1217 (ib., p. 76). Hence the grant of the bishopric to Richard 
by Guala must have taken place in December 1216.

It would have him elected 
in June 1218. The vacancy from the death of Bishop Philip (22 April 1208) 
is computed at 9 years and less than 8 months, and Richard’s death is stated 
to fall within the eighth year of his pontificate (see p. 2).

When the monks asked the king for 
the licence to elect, he tried to force on them his chaplain Luke under the 
threat of keeping the see vacant for seven years. However, Stichill was 
elected in defiance of the king, and Henry refused him on the grounds that 
he was a foreigner and suffered from epilepsy (Wendover, op. cit., ii, 309; 
Ann. Dunst., iii, 104). The dispute was carried to Rome, and on 27 December 
1226 the pope ordered the archbishop of York to examine the election and 
report within two months (Bull printed Script. Tres, p. lxix, and Reg. Gray, 
p. 156). The mandate was reissued on 4 March {Cal. Pap., i, 117). Stichill, 
however, appealed from the archbishop, and went to Rome with the proctors 
of the electors (Ann. Dunst., iii, 104).

Another, Boniface of Savoy, became archbishop of Canterbury.

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the king’s proctor to deal with the Durham election (ib., pp. 170-1). In 1227 
the king presented him to prebends in Darlington and Auckland (ib., pp. 

In'1241 
he held half a carucate of land in Lincolnshire (Cal. Close, p. 262).

(a) Papal legate in England, 1225-40. 

(b) The archbishop had allowed two of the exceptions—those of hostility 
and simony—but would not admit the king’s proctors to prove them. The 
king then appealed to Rome; but the convent, by this letter, secured a papal 
bull, dated 26 April 1238, ordering the archbishop of York to examine the 
election without delay, and, if canonical, to confirm it. An alternative man¬ 
date was sent, as requested, to the Legate Otho (Cal. Pap., i, 172). See ibid., 
i, 176, for a rehearsal of events. 

(c) 1229 witnesses ‘ le convenit’ (F.P.D., p. 217); ? 1237 witnesses a 
charter together with Durham monks (Reg. Cray, p. 178). He held a sixth 
of a knight’s fee in Leicestershire of the archbishop (Kirkby’s Inquest, ed. 
R. H. Skaife (Surt. Soc., vol. 49), p. 386). 

PAGE 9 . 

(a) There is great compression here, and probably inaccuracy. After the 
king had appealed from the judgment of the archbishop of York (see p. 8, note b) 
he secured a papal mandate, dated 1 Oct. 1238, appointing judges-delegate 
to'consider the two exceptions admitted by the archbishop, and, within two 
months, to quash or confirm the election according to their findings (Cal. 
Pap., i, 176). This bull, however, was not used, and, after the proctors of 
both sides had appeared at Rome, the pope on 5 October 1239 ordered the 
Legate Otho to cite Melsonby to appear at Rome (Cal. Pap., i, 183). The 
death of the entire personnel of an embassy is, even for the Middle Ages, 
an event of some importance, yet there is discordance in the extant accounts 
of it. In a document printed below (no. 177a), which, however, presents 
other difficulties, it is stated that the doomed legation had the power of making 
a new election or postulation to the bishopric, and hence is that which left 
after Melsonby’s resignation (8 April 1240), and secured posthumously the 
bull of 18 August 1240, authorizing a new election, and giving the initials 
of two of the legates as A. and L. (Cal. Pap., i, 192). Matthew Paris notices 
the death of the four monks under 1240, and his account agrees substantially 
with this, although inaccurately. He makes a good story by holding that 
Melsonby resigned in despair when he heard of the fate of his legation. But 
he makes no mention of a subsequent mission to the pope, and, by proceeding 
immediately to describe how the monks approached the king for a new licence 
to elect, he betrays the error in his order of presentation [Chronica Majora, 
ed. H. R. Luard (R.S., 1872-83), iv, 61.] The weight of the evidence, then, 
seems definitely against the account given in our annals. 

1241-5 dean 
of Lincoln, 1245-56 bishop of Coventry and Lichfield, having been provided 
to the bishopric by the pope despite the protests of the king’s proctor. He 
was the best type of bishop.

Matthew Paris calls Simon 
penitentiary of the bishop of Durham. 
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(d) When the monks asked the king for the licence for a new election, 
Henry offered them firstly Boniface of Savoy (afterwards archbishop of 
Canterbury) and then Peter d’Aigueblanche, elect of Hereford. They refused 
both, and the royal licence is dated 13 November 1240 (Cal. Pat., p. 180), 
A document purporting to be a postulation to the bishopric at this time' 
apparently of a bishop, although possibly of one of those to whom the king 
objected, has been preserved (see below, no. 177a); but the candidature 
cannot have been proceeded with, for there is hardly time for this between 
the receipt of the bull in August (see note a) and the royal licence in November. 
For Nicholas Farnham see D.N.B., Gibbs and Lang, op. cit., p. 194, and 
Matthew Paris, Chron. Maj., iv, 68 seqq. 

(e) The royal assent was given on 10 February (Cal. Pat., p. 244). The 
mandate to deliver the castles is dated 12 February (ib.). 

(f) The Ann. Wint. (loc. cit., ii, 88) and the Ann. Theokes, loc. cit., i, 118 
give 9 June, which fell on a Sunday in 1241. The Ann. Osen., loc. cit., iv, 88, 
gives the impossible date 13 June. 

(g) The eastern transept, usually called the Chapel of the Nine Altars (see 
below, nos. 18-20). It was in 1247 that Bishop Nicholas appropriated the 
church of Bedlington and its revenues to the sacrist’s office foi this purpose, 
and instituted a vicarage, which he endowed with 45 M p.a. This arrange¬ 
ment was made subject to the life interest of the rector (North Durham, 
p. 367; see also below, no. 99, p. 148).

27 May. 

PAGE 10 . 

(a) Probably the king’s clerk of that name: 1243 ambassador to the king 
of Navarre (Cal. Pat., p. 389; Cal. Close, p. 70); 1248 and 1253 visited Gascony 
on the king’s service (Cal. Pat., pp. 31 and 235): 1253 received a grant from 
the king (Cal. Close, p. 313); 1263 restored to the lands he had lost during 
the disturbances (ib., p. 249); 18 March 1266 the king granted the prebend, 
which he had held before his death in the church of York, to his successor 
(Cal. Pat., p. 570), but, as a Mr. John le Gras also died in 1279, holding a 
prebend in Beverley and the prebend of Bugthorpe in York (Reg. Wickwane, 
pp. 2 & 12), the king was probably misinformed.

(a) When the king accepted the Sicilian crown for Edmund, he agreed to 
provide 135,541 marks to pay the debts already contracted by the papacy 
in the war against the Hohenstaufen. To enable Henry to meet this obliga¬ 
tion the pope renewed the taxation of the English church, the tenths originally 
imposed for Henry’s Crusade (see under A.D. 1254), and diverted it to this 
new project. But the pope was hard pressed and required immediate succour. 
Henry was able to supply 41,000 marks at once, and, to raise the balance. 
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the bishop of Hereford, acting as Henry’s agent at the papal court, in April 
and May 1235 pledged the credit of a large number of English religious houses 
for sums ranging from 75 to 700 marks to the Italian banking-houses which 
were the papal creditors. This may have been a legitimate expedient, for 
each monastery was to be reimbursed by release from payment of its quota 
to the tenth to the extent of its liability to the merchants. But this seems 
to have been imperfectly understood by the monasteries, who first learned 
of the transaction when notice was served on them by the Italian merchants, 
that loans (which, of course, they had never received) must be repaid by a 
certain date under threat of the summary procedure for recovery applicable 
to financial transactions touching the papal camera. Hence the protests. 
See Lunt, The Valuation of Norwich, pp. 82 seqq .; Treharne, The baronial 
plan of reform, p. 60; Matthew Paris, Chronica Majora, v, 581-4. As a result 
of its stand, the convent of Durham was put under an interdict, which was 
only relaxed on its submission in 1257 (Matthew Paris, op. cit., v, 634).

PAGE 13 . 

(a) Rector of Ryton. The editor of the F.D. lists as rectors of Ryton a 
William de Merghe, occurring in 1254, and a William de Merewell, occurring 
in 1257. A William de Merewe attests a final concord between the prior and 
another in 1247 ( Script. Tres, p. lxxvi), and a Mr. William de Merwer’ witnesses 
a grant of Bishop Walter to the convent in 1260 ( F.P.D., p. 184, n.). In 1260 
Mr. William de Merewa is described as clerk and proctor of Walter, sometime 
bishop {Cal. Pat., p. 91), and in 1261, as William de Merewe, he is found 
acting for Bishop Robert (ib., p. 162). 

(b) In 1252 he witnesses a charter of Bishop Walter (Cal. Pat., p. 177), 

and occurs in 1260 as the bishop’s chaplain (F.P.D., p. 184, n.). He may be 
that king’s clerk who is described in 1250 as chaplain of John Maunsel (Cal. 
Pat., p. 75), in 1254 went with the queen to the king in Gascony (ib., p. 376), 
occurs in 1255 as keeper of Eleanor of Castile’s wardrobe (Tout, Chapters 
in med. admin, hist., i, 256, n.) and in 1264 as her clerk (Cal. Close, p. 5), 
occurs in 1256 as clerk to her husband, the Lord Edward (Cal. Pat., p. 476), 
is found in 1265 as constable of Windsor castle (Cal. Close, pp. 135-6; Cal. 
Pat., p. 532), and was appointed in 1274 escheator south of the Trent (Cal. 
Pat., p. 57). If he is not the same person it is impossible to distinguish the 
benefices which the two held. One can add to the list in F.D. : 1241 St. Faith 
without Winchester (Cal. Pat., p. 251); 1264 Newland (co. Gloucester) 

(ib., p. 319); occ. 1294 as rector of Monks’ Horton and Bladon (ib., p. 120) 

PAGE 14 . 

(a) Roger witnesses Walter Kirkham’s grant of Bedlington to the con¬ 
vent in 1247 (North Durham, p. 367), and a convention between Prior Bertram 
and Sir Robert de Neville in 1254 ( Script . Tres, p. lxxxiv). He can hardly 
be that temporal chancellor of Bishop Anthony who died c. 1341. 

PAGE 15 . 

(a) John is mentioned in 1240 as sometime bailiff of John fitz Philip, 
guardian of the bishopric of Durham, and as having exercised the guardianship 
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under John [Cal. Close, p. 200). He witnesses a charter of Bishop Nicholas 
in 1248 (F.P.D., p. 187, n.). and occurs in 1255 as seneschal of Nicholas and 
as one of his executors (Cal. Pat., p. 423). According to Hutchinson, i, 222, 
he was high sheriff and chancellor of Bishop Robert Stichill. In 1269 he was 
involved in a dispute over 2 acres or 10 bovates of land at Thorp-Bulmer 
(Cal. Pat., pp. 389 and 473), and in June 1260 a man of that name was in 
Carlisle prison for the murder of a man and his wife (Cal. Close, p. 63). He 
appears to be dead by 1274 (Cal. Pat., p. 59; 1275, pp. 107 and 164).

(c) Edward left England for Gascony and Tunis on 11 August 1270. He 
wintered in Sicily, and set off for Syria in the spring of the next year.

(below, no. 145); occurs in 1267 as rector of Dinsdale, also in the convent’s 
patronage (Reg. Giffard, p. 22); is found in 1281 as prebendary of Howden 
(Reg. Wickwane, pp. 175-6), and died in 1302, still prebendary of Howden 
(Reg. Corbridge, ii, 133). He frequently acted as proctor of the convent (below, 
passim, and Placitum, fo. 155V. (5 June 1282) ). In 1267 he represented the 
prior as archdeacon in Allertonshire (Reg. Giffard, p. 22), and in 1281 and 
1289 i n Howdenshire (Reg. Wickwane, p. 232; Reg. Romeyn, ii, 36).

Romeyn, 
ii, 39); died 1283 (F.D.).

1271 vicar of Wing (ib., pp. 222 and 247); occ. 1280 as archdeacon of Bed¬ 
ford, and died October 1282 (Le Neve).

In 1291 he, or another 
Mr. Thomas de Levesham, was accused in Yorkshire of the death of Robert 
de Cotum of Cleveland and of robbery (Cal. Pat., p. 453).

PAGE 33 . 

(a) This discussion and controversy show how far the cleavage between 
bishop and convent had developed. Bishop William of St.-Calais had granted 
a copy of Lanfranc’s Consuetudines to the monks (C. H. Turner, ‘The earliest 
list of Durham MSS/, The Journal of Theological Studies, vol. 19 (1917-8), 
p. 122). Lanfranc explicitly equated abbot and bishop in every respoct 
[Wilkins, Concilia, i, 328 seqq. ; J. Armitage Robinson, ‘Lanfranc’s Monastic 
Constitntions/ /. T. S., vol. 10 (1908-9), pp. 375-88; Rose Graham, ‘The 
relation of Cluny to some other movements of monastic reform,’ ibid., vol. 15 
(1913-4), pp. 184-5; Dom. David Knowles, ‘ Essays in Monastic History— 
v: The cathedral monasteries,’ Downside Review, vol. 51, pp. 83 seqq.], and 
William of St.-Calais had behaved in this spirit, not only by acting as abbot 
in the convent [Symeonis historia Dunelmensis ecclesiae, ed. Thos. Arnold 
(Rolls Ser.), i, 125], but also by making the prior his vice-gerent in the spiritual 
government of the diocese (see below, p. 64, note b). It seems, however, that 
this organic unity was always a counsel of perfection, for even under Bishop 
William the monks were claiming a division of the conjoint estates 
of the church (Greenwell, F.P.D., pp. xv seqq.), and the succession of a 
secular, Ranulf Flambard, to the see completed the disruption. During his 
episcopate the monks forged a number of charters, in all of which the prior 
was given the position of abbot (F.P.D., pp. xxxviii-lxxv). Nevertheless the 
special position of the bishop and his claims to tutelage could never be entirely 
destroyed. As late as 1198 Bishop Philip of Poitou obtained a papal inhibition 
to the prior and convent to assign churches, alienate possessions, and appoint 
priors and other obedientiaries without the consent of the bishop, on the 
grounds that he had amongst them the place of abbot (Calendar of Papal 
Letters, i, 4), and, although the convent held that it was null ex suggestione 
falsi (Geoffrey de Coldingham, Scriptores Tres, pp. 20-1), it represented an 
attitude that the bishops were always liable to take.

(a) Robert was chancellor to Bishops Robert Stichill and Robert of 
Holy Island (Hutchinson, i, 222 and 227; F.D.; Cal. Pat., 1277, p. 202; below, 
p. 54 ). He appears to have been the chief adviser of Robert of Holy Island, accom 
-panying him to the king after his election ( Script. Tres, pp. lxxxv and lxxxviii), 
acting for him in the dispute with York, 1281-2 ( Placitum , ff. 130V, 155V, 162) 
—in the course of which the archbishop enquired whether he was the vicar 
or the official of the bishop {Reg. Wickwane, p. 178) —and executing his will 
(below, nos. 160-2). Sir Hugh de Burgh, imprisoned in Durham castle because 
of an action on behalf of the archbishop of York, in 1282 sent Robert some 
verses in which he asked for his release [ Chronicon de Lanercost, ed. J. Steven¬ 
son (Maitland Club), p. no.] Robert was rector of Stamfordham in 1260; 
1292 prebendary of Auckland; rector pf Croft (N. Riding of York) and master 
of St. Leonard’s hospital, York ( F.D. ). He died in 1300 holding Stamfordham 
and a prebend in Howden {Cal. Pat., p. 541; Reg. Corbridge, ii, 132). The 
king made him a present of four bucks in 1283 {Cal. Close, p. 210).

(a) It is not certain when Henry ceased to be sacrist. He occurs as prior 
of Coldingham in ?

PAGE 53 . 

(a) The appropriation of the church of Bishop Middleham to Finchale 
was complicated because of the existence of an alien and absentee rector. 
In 1237, sede Dun. vacante, Archbishop Walter de Gray instituted Berengarius, 
son of the noble lord Jordan de Montecute, by proxy to the church on the 
presentation of the convent, reserving to Mr. Peter de Croft his vicarage 
therein {Reg. Gray, p. 78). The circumstances of this appointment are not 
revealed; but the rectory apparently passed to another member of the 
family. Sir Peter de Montecute, without the participation of the convent (see 
below, no. 107). Peter farmed the church for 50 marks annually while he 
studied at Bologna (below, nos. 107 and 108), and the monks went to great 
expense and trouble to get him to resign, being prepared to offer him an annual 
pension of more than 50 marks {ibid.). In October 1278, on the successful 
completion of the negotiations, Bishop Robert granted the parsonage to 
Finchale, and increased the revenues of the vicarage, to which the convent 
of Durham was to present (charter printed Priory of Finchale, ed. Raine 
(Surtees Soc., vol. 6), p. 148). Although the convent appears to have been 
fortunate enough to persuade Peter to be content with 45 marks annually, 
which was perhaps equivalent to the reduced value of the church, Finchale, 
on which the burden of the pension fell, became behind-hand with its payment, 
and in 1286 Peter is found collecting arrears of 45 marks through an attorney 
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(letter of attorney, dated Turin, 19 April 1286, and acquittance of Peter, 
printed Surtees, iii, 4), while a letter of his relative, Osbert bishop of Asti, 
is extant, in which he reminds Durham of its obligations (below, no. 109). 

PAGE 57 . 

(a) This proxy has nothing to do with the election. It is dated 18 June 
1281, and was granted for the making of an appeal against the archbishop of 
York, as appears from the Placitum, fo. 129, where the same proxy is given 
in its right context. The only difference is that the name of Henry de Tesdale 
does not appear there; but it is also omitted here in the second recital of the 
names. It will be observed that this chronicle is showing a degeneration like 
that to be found in the Placitum (see above, p. viii), and is becoming a mere 
collection of proxies without titles.

(b) Bishop William of St.-Calais granted to Prior Turgot and his successors 
the position of archdeacon and vice-regent in the diocese [Symeonis historia 
Dunelmensis ecclesiae, ed. Thos. Arnold (Rolls Ser.), i, 129]. Ranulf Flambard, 
however, had Turgot made bishop of St. Andrews [William of Malmesbury, 
Gesta pontificum Anglorum, ed. N.E.S.A. Hamilton (Rolls Ser.], p. 273), and 
appointed two secular, territorial archdeacons (F.D.). In consequence the 
prior claimed the position of a dean, with a superiority over the archdeacons. 
Indeed, William of Malmesbury calls Turgot ‘ in toto episcopatu decanus et 
vice dominus ' (loc. cit.). Only one of the spurious charters of the first quarter 
of the twelfth century mentions the archidiaconate of Turgot (fourth charter 
ascribed to King William, F.P.D., p. lxxiv); the remainder equate the posi¬ 
tion of the prior to that of the dean of York (F.P.D., pp. xxxix, xlvii, lxvii, 
lxxviii). From a suit between the archdeacon and the prior of Durham heard 
in 1147 we learn that the priors had quickly established their new position 
(F.P.D. , pp. lx-lxiii). The quarrel between the prior and the official of York 
over the right of installing the bishop must have been recurrent, for John de 
Wessington, before his election as prior in 1416, composed a memorial ‘ pro 
jure prioris installandi dominum episcopum Dunelmensem, cum contingit *

(c) The elder brother of Anthony, who was chancellor of the University 
of Oxford in 1269, keeper of the wardrobe in 1274, lord treasurer in 1279. 
He had many ecclesiastical preferments, and was bishop of St. David’s from 
1280 until his death in 1293 (D.N.B.). 

(d) Alan de St. Edmund, formerly chaplain of Cardinal Hugh of Evesham, 
and provided by the pope to the bishopric of Caithness on 13 April 1282. 
He was an intimate of King Edward I, supported him after the death of King 
Alexander III, and was appointed by him chancellor of Scotland (J. Dowden, 
The Bishops of Scotland). 

PAGE 65 . 

(a) * Antonius episcopus, tercio die installacionis suae, optulit magno altari 
duos pannos de rubeo samette, brudatos cum historia nativitatis et passionis 
Christi; et unum vestimentum de eodem panno brudato, cum passionibus 
multorum martirum in rotundis ortulis [f. rotulis], quorum nomina super 
capita eorum inscribuntur; et unam albam ejusdem brudaturae,’ Wills and 
Inventories , ed. Raine (Surtees Soc., vol. 2), pt. 1, p. 12. 
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(b) The most southerly of the altars in the chapel of the Nine Altars, dedi¬ 
cated to St. Andrew and Mary Magdalene (Rites of Durham, ed. Fowler 
(Surt. Soc., vol. 107), p. 1). 

PAGE 67 . 

(a) A justice of the common pleas, appointed in 1278, and disgraced and 
imprisoned for corruption in 1289 (Foss, Judges of England). He died in 
1303, holding a prebend in the church of Howden (Reg. Corbridge, ii, 134). 
In F.D. he is listed as occurring in 1288 and 13x1 as prebendary of Chester - 
le-Street. 

PAGE 73 . 

(a) This excerpt from Justinian is quoted in a decretal of Pope Innocent III 
(Decretales, 1, xxiii, 7), concerning the election of rural deans, and was hence¬ 
forth widely used in the thirteenth century: see Stubbs, Constitutional History 
of England, 4th ed., ii, 133; Vinogradoff, Collected Papers, ii, 245; Miss M. V. 
Clarke, Medieval Representation and Consent, p. 264. One can add to their 
examples of its citation. It appears in the statutes of the southern General 
Chapter of the English Benedictines, 1225 [W. A. Pantin, Chapters of the 
English Black Monks (Camden Soc.), i, 19], and was repeated and modified 
in 1249 and 1277 ( ib ., i, 42 and 86). It is also to be found in injunctions to 
monasteries of Archbishop John Pecham [Registrum Epist. J. Peckham, arch. 
Cant. (Rolls Ser.), ii, 648] and of John of Pontoise, bishop of Winchester 
[.Registrum Joh. de Pontissara (Cant. & York Soc.), i, 120]. Even more 
interesting, for the light it throws on the use of the tag in the parliamentary 
writs to prelates in 1295, is its employment in the summons to the southern 
General Chapter of the English Benedictines in 1297 and 1310 (Pantin, op. 
cit., i, 136 and 165), and its occurrence as early as 1252 in the prorogation 
of such a meeting (ib., i, 49). 

PAGE 74 . 

(a) The quarrel with York, which began in 1281 (see Placitum, and Script. 
Tres, pp. 58-63, 65-9), was in its last stages, and a settlement was achieved 
in November 1286 [ Script. Tres. pp. 73 and xciv; Historians of the Church of 
York, ed. Jas. Raine (Rolls Ser., 1879-94), iii, 212]. 

PAGE 75 . 

(a) An attempt to put an end to these endemic disputes over the admini¬ 
stration of the convent during a vacancy in the priorate was made by Bishop 
Richard of Kellawe in November 1311. As befitted a bishop who had been 
one of the brethren he satisfied most of the convent’s desires [Charter printed 
Registrum palatinum Dunelmense, ed. Sir T. Duffus Hardy (Rolls Ser.), ii, 
1125-7]. Bishop Richard of Bury confirmed his predecessor’s charter in 
1343 [ Richard of Bury, Fragments of his Register &c., ed. G. W. Kitchin 
(Surtees Soc., vol. 119), pp. 185-7]. 

(b) The second hand provides as a foot-note a letter of excuse for non- 
attendance at the election after the death of Bishop Richard of Kellawe: 

‘ Certificacio non veniencium. Huius igitur auctoritate mandati vniuersis 
[et] singulis confratribus nostris, mecum commorantibus, in forma debka per 
me monitis personaliter et citatis, paternitati vestre nomine meo et ipsorum 
singulorum significo per presentes, quod, sicut propter temporis breuitatem 
ac alia legitima multumque cogencia inpedimenta commode non valemus, sic 
nec ipsi nec ego dicte eleccioni dictis die et loco intendimus interesse, voces 
nostras ad honorem dei et ecclesie Sancti N. spiritui sancto et sacro fratrum 
nostrorum conuentui libere concedentes. In cuius rei &c. sigillum meum 
vsitatum tam pro eis quam pro me presentibus est appensum. Dat’ apud 
Lithum in die Animarum, anno domini M°CCC mo XVI° [2 Nov. 1316]/ 

PAGE 77 . 

(a) Henry had been the chief of the compromissarii at the last three elections 
(above, pp. 38, 50 and 56-7), and doubtless felt his significant exclusion on 
this occasion. 




Subject Notes to the Illustrative Documents. 

No. 2. 

(a) The introit on Low Sunday, which identifies it as Hoton’s installation 
(see Script. Tres, p. 73). 

No. 7. 

(a) The one certain terminus ad quem for the date of this list is 1274-5, 
the death of Laurence del Brok; but it is probably earlier than 1272, when 
Robert Burnel was granted the rectory of Welton, for such men were usually 
pensioned until a suitable benefice was available. The terminus a quo is probably 
1265, for it is unlikely that Bogo de Clare was in receipt of a pension before 
that date (see below, no. 135a). If, however, Robert Burnel was granted his 
pension on becoming archdeacon of York in 1271, the date of the list is made 
even more precise. 

(b) The son of the earl of Gloucester and a notorious pluralist, also known 
as Bogo de Fairfax. For his benefices see F.D. and appendix; letter of Arch¬ 
bishop Pecham {Reg. Romeyn, i, 396); A. Hamilton Thompson, ‘ Pluralism 
in the Medieval Church,’ Assoc. Archit. Soc. Reports , xxxiii, 53-7; cf. M. S. 
Giuseppi, ‘ The wardrobe and household accounts of Bogo de Clare, 1284-6,’ 
Archaeologia, lxx, 1-56. Among his innumerable benefices he held the treasurer- 
ship of York c. 1274-85 (Le Neve), and the convent presented him to Heming- 
brough in 1287 (Reg. Romeyn, ii, 34), perhaps to free itself from this pension, 
which he had secured from his unsuccessful attempt to get the rectory of 
Howden in 1265 (below, no. 135a). 

(c) A well-known counsellor and proctor, a papal chaplain and professor 
of both laws {Placitum, fo. 127; Cal. Pat., 1275, p. 94), who was frequently 
employed by the king. He occurs in 1278 as canon of Barnby in York (Le 
Neve), in 1279 as rector of Skipwith, when it was made a prebend of Howden, 
probably in William’s favour {Reg. Wickwane, p. 229), and in 1281 as arch¬ 
deacon of Northumberland {Placitum, fo. 127; he is not listed in F.D.). In 
1283 he became precentor of York {Reg. Wickwane, p. 332), and was bishop 
of Salisbury from 1289 until his death in 1291 (Le Neve). He was consulted 
by the convent during its quarrel with York. In 1281 Prior Richard asked 
him to visit Durham on 1 June to give his advice {Placitum, fo. 127), and 
although the meeting seems to have been abortive {ib., fo. 128), William 
successfully persuaded the archbishop to postpone his proposed visitation of 
the convent until the monks could consult with their bishop {L, mem. 1 
recto (15); Pia,citum, ff. 138 seqq.; Reg. Wickwane, pp. 6 and 173), and advised 
the convent to reject a form of visitation proposed by the archbishop {Placitum, 
fo. 138V). 

(d) Born of a Shropshire family, Robert attached himself to the Lord 
Edward as his clerk, and enjoyed his intimate friendship for the rest of his 
life. He is credited with an influence on the Edwardian legislation, and was 
chancellor from 1274 until his death in 1292. Twice unsuccessful as a candi¬ 
date for Canterbury, he was elected to the bishopric of Bath and Wells in 
1275, and accumulated a number of benefices. In 1272, when archdeacon of 
York, he was presented by the convent to the rectory of Welton (Reg. Giffard, 
pp. 57-8). See D.N.B. ; Le Neve; and Tout, Chapters in med.. administ. hist., 
vols. 1 and 2. 

(e) An exchequer clerk who amassed a large number of benefices. 1270 
precentor of Hereford; ante 1274 dean of St. Paul’s, London; died 7 October 
1276 (Le Neve; Foss, Judges of England). 
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(f) A distinguished advocate in the reign of Henry III, frequently employed 
by the king from 1253. He was raised to the bench before February 1267, 
and continued there until the end of the reign. He died 1274-5 (Foss, Judges 
of England). 

(g) A clerk of Archbishop Gray, who witnesses one of his charters in 1254 
(Reg. Gray, p. 273, n.). He received the royal protection in 1265 (Cal. Pat., 

p- 513)- 

(h) Seneschal of the prior (F.P.D., P..27, n., and 197, n.); 1268 arbiter 
nominated by the convent (ib., p. 189, n.); also occurs in 1260 as witness 
to a charter of Bishop Walter to the convent (ib., p. 184, n.). 

(i) A clerk who in 1277 and 1279 witnesses charters of Bishop Robert of 
Holy Island (Cal. Pat., p. 201; The Priory of Colding. p. 2); 1281 excommuni¬ 
cated by the archbishop of York as a supporter of Durham (Reg. Wickwane, 
p. 177); 1290 went to Rome (Cal. Pat., p. 338); 1292 witnesses a charter of 
Bishop Anthony as his clerk (Cal. Pat., p. 504), and was the official of that 
bishop (Reg. Romeyn, ii, 90, 96, 98). He occurs in 1290 as rector of a mediety 
of Kirkby-in-Kendal (Cal. Pat., p. 338; Reg. Romeyn, i, 341), in 1294 as 
rector of a mediety of Whittingham (Cal. Pat., p. 121), and in 1294 as rector 
of Ryton (Cal. Close, p. 405). He was removed from Kirkby-in-Kendal by 
Archbishop le Romeyn under papal authority; but was intruding in 1300 
(Reg. Corbridge, i, 290). He seems to have been expelled by Archbishop 
Corbridge before April 1301 (ib., p. 292). 

(j) A rather wild priest. He occurs in 1265 and 1266 as rector of Takeley 
(Rot. Ric. Gravesend, p. 219; Cal. Pat., p. 20); 1268 ordained priest (Reg. 
Giffard, p. 191); 1270 presented to the church of Stonegrave (ib., p. 46), but 
the patronage was in dispute, and Thomas was unsuccessful (Cal. Pat., p. 8); 
he occurs in 1275 and 1279 as archdeacon of Northumberland (F.D.)\ 1279 
presented by the convent to the rectory of Brantingham (Reg. Wickwane, 
no. 555 ) > in July 1281 he acted for the convent in the lawsuit with York 
(Placitum, fo. I28v), but later appears in the service of Archbishop John le 
Romeyn (below, no. 82); occurs in 1293 as canon of Lincoln (Cal. Pat., p. 6), 
and died before 1322 (F.D.). Some of his misdemeanors also have been 
recorded. In 1270 the king pardoned him for all trespasses against the vert 
and venison committed in the forests in the counties of Southampton and 
Oxford (Cal. Pat., p. 430); in 1274 he was arrested at Oxford after a disturb¬ 
ance among the students and charged with homicides and trespasses (Cal. 
Close, p. 67), and, on his returning to the city despite the king’s prohibition, 
he was amerced at £20 (ib., 1275, p. 219; 1279, p. 528); in 1281 the bishop of 
Durham complained to the king that he had entered the bishop’s free warren 
in Howden, and carried away hares (Cal. Pat., p. 470); and in 1293 he received 
the king’s pardon, having lately been convicted at Nottingham for abetting 
an appeal (ib., p. 6). The prior had considerable trouble with Thomas over 
a debt (below, nos. 80-2). 

(k) In 1247 he is found witnessing a final concord (Script. Tres, p. lxxvii). 

There was a family of king’s clerks of this name. On 28 April 1238 Thomas, 
son of John de Windsor, received the lands of his father and his hereditary 
office at the exchequer (Cal. Close, p. 47), and in 1250 Thomas’s son and heir, 
John, succeeded to this position (ib., p. 332). Another Thomas de Windsor 
appears shortly after this. In 1256 he witnesses a charter as the king’s clerk 
(Cal. Pat., p. 521), in 1257 went with the king to Wales (ib., p. 595), in 1272 
acted as royal commissioner (ib., pp. 687 and 32). In 1220-1 Mr. Thomas 

de Windsor, clerk, was presented to the church of Bygrave [Rot. Hug. de 

Welles, ed. W. P. W. Phillimore and F. N. Davis (Cant. & York Soc.), iii, 
34]; 1258 presented to Mylor (Cal. Pat., p. 615). In 1250 and 1270 clerks of 

that name acted as attorney (Cal. Close, p. 357; ib., p. 301). 

(m) St. Margaret’s, Framwellgate, in Durham, a chapel of St. Oswald’s, 
Elvet. 
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(n) William le Breton, probably the parson of Dinsdale (see grant of the 
church to William by Bishop Philip, ante 1208, printed Surtees, iii, 394; see 
also ‘ Attestationes testium,’ F.P.D., p. 249), granted the vill of Burdon to 
the convent, in return for which Prior Ralph (1214-33) and the convent 
agreed to maintain in perpetuity two chaplains, each receiving 4 marks 
annually, one to celebrate divine services in the church of Darlington and 
the other in that of Dinsdale for all the faithful and for the souls of William, 
his wife Alice, and all their ancestors and successors (Charter of Ralph, 
printed Surtees, iii, 396). 

(0) The chantry priests who celebrated for the souls of Henry de Melsonby 
and Prior Bertram de Middleton. Each chaplain received a salary of /1 a 
year and his corrody. They are described as celebrating in the chapel supra 
portam abbathiae ( Script. Tres, pp. xxxix and xlviii). There were two chapels 
in bfts in the north aisle of the choir, the one at the east end being known as 
the Amanchoridge [Rites of Durham, ed. Fowler (Surt. Soc., vol. 107), p. 17]. 
It is probably the chapel at the other end, surmounting the screen, and 
adjoining St. Benedict’s altar, which concerns us here, for it was by the 
door to the sacrist’s office ( ib . p. 18, and plan). 

(]j) For the twelve principal festivals, and the anniversary of Prior Thomas, 
see Script. Tres, pp. xliv seq. 

(q) A king’s clerk and an alien. ? 1252-7 controller of the wardrobe (Tout, 
Chapters in med. admin, hist., vi, 28); 1254-5 and 1258-61 keeper of the 
wardrobe [ib., vi, 25). 

(r) Is found witnessing a charter in 1275 (F.P.D., p. 190, n.). 

No. 8. 

(a) A well-known legal adviser and proctor, holding some half-dozen pre¬ 
bends and many other benefices (for which see F.D. and Le Neve). In the 
quarrel between Durham and York he was a proctor of the convent at the 
hearing of the case in 1282 at Stamford ( Placitum , ff. 147, 147V, 155 v), and 
was the convent’s nominee when arbitrators were appointed in 1283 [Placitum, 
fo. i62v; Script. Tres, p. 63). In 1288 he was granted an annual pension of 
zo marks by the archbishop of York [Reg. Romeyn, ii, 164). In February 
1292 he was at the Crusading Council held at the New Temple and Lambeth, 
probably sending the convent the account of it which is printed below (no. 
182), and went to Rome with others of the council to inform the pope of its 
deliberations [Cal. Pat., pp. 480-1). In 1300 he was attached to Bishop 
Anthony Bek [W. A. Pantin, Chapters of the English Black Monks (Camden 
Soc.), i, 264; from which it will be noticed that there were two R. de Brandons 
concerned in Durham affairs at this time], intervening on the bishop’s behalf 
in the struggle with Prior Richard de Hoton (‘ Gesta Dunelmensia mccc,’ ed. 
R. K. Richardson, The Camden Misc., xiii, 18, 36, 42), and was rewarded 
with a Howden prebend by the rebel monks [Reg. Corbridge, ii, 132). 
Reginald was also frequently employed by the king as administrator and 
counsellor. He died in March 1305/6, according to Reg. Corbridge, ii, 176, 
which corrects the date given by Le Neve— c. 1313. This letter, if the address 
is correct, must be earlier than 1279, when Reginald became a canon of St- 
Paul’s, London. 

No. 10. 

(a) It will be noticed from no. 7 that both Mr. Thomas de Byrland and 
Thomas de Windsor were in receipt of pensions of 5 marks. 

No. 13. 

(a) See also no. 158. The convent’s lack of forest seems to have been a 
burning question in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries. The quarrel and 
law suit between Bishop Richard Marsh and the convent was partly concern¬ 
ed with their rival claims of bishop and convent to forest, and, although ‘Le 
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convenit ’ of 1229 was unfavourable to the monks on this point, Richard le Poore 
apparently promised compensation. But the promise was not implemented 
until Bishop Robert de Stichill granted the convent 1,300 acres from his wood 
(‘Attestationes testium/ F.P.D., pp. 220 seqq., passim ; Scriptores Tres, p. 4)5, 

No. 14. 

(a) This cannot be Abel de Golyn, the archdeacon of Lothian who had a 
short tenure of the bishopric of St. Andrews before his death in 1254 (John 
Dowden, The Bishops of Scotland), for, since he issued an indulgence in favour 
of the fabric of Durham, the prior is unlikely to have styled him incorrectly. 
An Adam de Golyn, archdeacon of Lothian, however, is found later, and 
this presumably is our man. He added his seal to a document witnessed by 
Sir Henry de Prenderguest (North Durham, no. ccccxviii). Sir Henry occurs 
in 1265 (ibid., no. dxlv), 1271-82 (ibid., nos. ccccix-xi, ccccxxii, ccccxxx), 
and in 1326 (ibid., no. ccccxxi). 

The Library. 

No. 15 

(a) See statute of Prior Thomas for the convent, 1235: ‘ Item statutum 
est per eosdem ut nullus liber accomodetur alicui per librarium, vel per alium, 
nisi receperit memoriale equipollens; nisi fuerit ad instandam domini Epis¬ 
copi’ (Script. Tres, p. xliii). 

No. 17. 

(a) 1268 prebendary of South Scarle, Lincoln (Reg. Giffard, p. 85); rectoi of 
Horkstow (Rot. Ric. Gravesend, p. 80); dead by June 1278 (ib.). 

(b) Presented by the convent to Hemingbrough in 1217-8 (Reg. Gmy, 
p. 150); occurs 1248, 1258 and 1259 as archdeacon of Oxford (Le Neve; liot. 
Ric. Gravesend, p. xxxvii); prebendary of Aylesbury (Lines) ante 1259 (Le 
Neve); dean of Lincoln c. 1258-62 (ib.). Robert played an important part in 
the constitutional struggles of the reign of Henry III (cf. Treharne, The 
Baronial Plan of Reform, p. 272), and died in 1262 (V.C.H., Lines). 

(c) Such a volume is listed in Catalogi veteres librorum eccles. cath. Dunelm., 
ed. B. Botfield (Surt. Soc., vol. 7), p. 16, and they all seem to be part of the 
benefaction of Prior Bertram (ob. 1258). According to Graystanes, Bertram 
procured for the convent ‘ postillas super Psalterium, Quatuor Evangelia, 
Epistolas Pauli, Super Job, XII Prophetas, Epistolas canonicas, et super 
Apocalipsin duplices’ (Scriptores Tres, p. 44). 

Fabric. 

(a) The following three pieces are concerned with the building of the Nine 
Altars (see above, pp. 9, 206). Thomas de Melsonby issued the first appeal in 
1332 or 1234 (cf. Riles of Durham, ed. Raine, p. 129). and the last indulgence 
granted to contributors towards this project is dated 1278 (ib., p. 135). In 
appendix VI to the Rites, Raine calendars the various grants of indulgence. 

No. ig. 

(a) Calendared Rites of Durham, p. 134; dated 4 Td. March, 6th year of 
pontificate. 

No. 20. 

(a) Calendared Rites of Durham, p. 134; dated 3 Kal. March, 8th year of 
pontificate. 

Grants of Confraternity. 

(a) See Obit. Rolls, ed. Raine (Surt. Soc., vol. 31), p. 106, for a list of 
letters of fraternity granted by the convent; but the earliest is dated 1315. 
See also Archaeologia, vol. lxxv., 19-60, and vol. lxxix, 178-216, for articles 
by W. G. Clark-Max well on letters of fraternity, in the second of which he gives 
a list of such grants with which he was acquainted. 
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No. 21. 

(b) Sancia of Provence, the w^fe of Richard of Cornwall, died on g November 
1261 at Berkhamstead. 

No. 22. 

(a) The Lord Edward was engaged in many tournaments in the autumn 
of 1267 [T. Wykes, ‘ Chronicon,’ in Annales Monastici (R.S.), iv, 212], and 
he was in the north of England, and probably in Scotland, in the spring of 
that year ( D.N.B.). It was, of course, contrary to canon law to give Christian 
burial to those killed in tournaments (Decret., lib. v, tit. xiii, cap. 1). 

No. 24. 

(a) With the death of Sir Hugh Burnel in 1286, the bishop (see no. 7, n.) 
was left without brothers, for Philip and William had been killed by the 
Welsh in 1282 [see D.N.B. (Robert Burnel), and R. W. Eyton, Antiquities 
of Shropshire, vi, 121 seqq., where he gives a genealogical table]. 

No. 25. 

(a) Premonstratensian abbey of Blanchland, in the county of Northumber¬ 
land and the diocese of Durham (Collectanea Anglo-Praemonstzatensia (Camden 
Soc., 3rd Ser., vol. 6), ii, 89). 

The Bearer of the Breve Roll. 

(a) Raine, in his preface to Obit. Rolls (Surt. Soc., vol. 31), p. xxiv, 
prints a licence of 1312 as the earliest extant. 

General Injunctions. 

(a) Once a year there was a meeting at Durham of all priors and proctors 
of its cells (Script. Tres, p. xl), and it is probable that general injunctions were 
issued on these occasions. 

No. 30. 

(b) In 1235 Prior Thomas de Melsonby issued regulations allowing great 
laxity in the eating of meat (Script. Tres, p. xliv), and on Thomas’s election 
to the bishopric in 1237 one of the objections to him put forward by the 
king was that he ate meat both before and after the new prohibition, and 
that he had given his monks permission to eat it (ib., p. lxxiii). The ‘ new 
prohibition ’ is that included in the constitutions of the Legate Otho, promul¬ 
gated at the Council of London in 1237 (Wilkins, Concilia, i, 649, c. xix), 
and mentioned in this document. The prohibition was echoed in a statute of 
the southern Benedictine Chapter in the same year (Pantin, Chapters of the 
Eng. Black Monks, i, 24), and of the northern chapter in 1273 [ib., i, 284 (3) ]. 
It is, therefore, likely that Prior Thomas issued this document either under 
pressure or as an atonement. 

No. 31. 

(a) It was, of course, Achan who committed the sin, and it was in the 
valley of Achor that he was executed. 

(b) A statute of the northern General Chapter in 1221 defines proprietary 
monks thus: ‘ Proprietarios vero appellant, qui preter conscienciam abbatis 
vel prioris abbatem non habentis, aliquid sibi possident, quod non abbas vel 
prior dederit vel habere permiserit ’ [Pantin, Chapters of Eng. Black Monks, i, 
2 34 ( 7 ) ]• The practice of obedientiaries employing the gains of their office 
for personal use is prohibited by a statute of the southern General Chapter 
in 1219 [ib., i, 12 (22) ]. Other injunctions bearing on the same problem weie 
issued in 1249 and 1277 [ib., i, 42 (28a) and i, 85 (6) ]. In the northern General 
Chapter statutes against the evil were made in 1221 and 1287 [ib., i, 238 (31) 
and i, 257 (18) ]. 
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(c) See the financial regulations in the statutes of Prior Thomas, 1235 
(Script. Tres, pp. xxxix seq.), and below, no. ^7. Also cf. rehearsal by Prior 
John in 1361 of the terms of a constitution, similar to this document, which 
he attributes to Prior Bertram [ Priory of Finchale, ed. Raine (Surtees 
Soc., vol. 6), p. 35, no. xxxix]. 

(d) Lytham usually had a prior (cf. below, nos. 50-4), and it is surprising 
to find only two brethren there at this time. 

(e) This sentence against disturbers of the peace of the church was pro¬ 
nounced thrice each year: on the Sunday within the octaves of Christmas, 
on the Sunday of the octave of Easter (Quasimodo), and on the Sunday 
within the octave of St. Cuthbert in September (Prior Thomas’s statutes, 
Script. Tres, p. xli). 

No. 36. 

(a) A Henry occurs as prior of Coldingham in 1248 (North Durham, no. 
ccclxiv). This must be shortly after his appointment, for his predecessor, 
Richard, was still prior in 1247 (ibid., no. cccxxxi). It is probable that the 
Henry of 1248 is the same person as the Henry de Sylton who was removed 
in 1259-60 (see below, nos. 40-4), for the priors of Coldingham seem to have 
had a much longer tenure of their office than the priors of other cells in this 
period. Coldingham, of course, was the largest and most important daughter 
house, and probably it was the only one of which the rule was considered an 
honour and not a burden. 

No. 37 • 

(a) An H., sacrist of Coldingham, occurs post 1260 (below, no. 47). If 
this is Henry de Hornecastre, his tenure of the office must be c. 1260 -c. 1265, 
because in 1265 he is found acting in Howdenshire (below, nos. 127-8), and 
from that year appears to have been terrier and sacrist of Durham and 
prior of Coldingham in succession. He occurs as terrier in 1269 [ 5 , fo. 
20V (3) I Hutchinson, i, 223], and an H., terrier, is found in 1265-7 
(below, no. 173). Robert of Holy Island occurs as sacrist in 1265, 1266 and 
1269 (below, nos. 134 and 177; Hutchinson, loc. cit.), and as prior of Finchale 
in 1272 (above, pp. 37, 38 &c.); Henry as sacrist from 1272-4 (above, 
pp. 16, 17 &c.). For Henry as prior of Coldingham, see above, p. 52, note a. 
Less is known about the offices of John de Walkington and William Cuthbert. 
In 1273 the former is found as sacrist of Coldingham, and the latter as terrier 
of Durham (above, pp. 37 and 38). 

No. 39. 

(a) This, and the next six documents, and possibly the seventh, refer to 
the forced resignation of Henry de Sylton and its complications, the reluc¬ 
tance of Henry, and his intrigues with the bishop of St. Andrews, which caused 
difficulties when Henry’s successor, German, was appointed. For Prior 
Henry see above, no. 36. A Prior German is given the dates 1212-4 by 
Raine. These documents are datable through evidence in no. 44. 

No. 44. 

(a) Henry returned from France in April 1260 and at Christmas 1262. 
The second return does not seem to have been followed by a parliament; 
but in 1260 Henry came back in trepidation and held a parliament in April 
at St. Paul’s (W. Stubbs, Const. Hist., ii, 86; Bemont, trans. Jacob, Simon de, 
Montfort, pp. 186-8; Treharne, The Baronial Plan of Reform, 1258-63 
pp. 226 seqq .; Cal. Pat., 1258-66, p. 123). 

No. 45. 

(a) These words do not occur in the charter of Bishop Robert, 1127 (North 
Durham, appendix, p. 81), nor in the agreements made between the convent 
and St. Andrews in 1193 and 1204 (ibid., pp. 85 and 87), none of which is 
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concerned with this point. Raine gives a note, dated 1439/40, ‘ Testimonium 
capituli Dunelm’ quod posicio et remotio prioris et sacristae de Cold’ pertinent 
ad ecclesiam Dunelm', et quod dignitas eorundem est tantum temporalis * 
(ibid., no. dixi, p. 99). 

No. 47. 

(a) A Roger, prior of Coldingham, is found in 1263 (below, no. 48), in 1267 
(North Durham, appendix, p. 113), and in 1273 (above, p. 37). The H., sacrist 
of Coldingham, is probably Henry de Hornecastre (see above, no. 37 and 
note). It certainly would not be surprising to find the turbulent Henry 
engaged in such a dispute.

No. 47a. 

(a) The priory of Coldingham was bound to transmit annually certain sums 
to Durham (Script. Tres, pp. xxxviii and xlii), and it was heavily in arrears 
with its payments by 1276, when Prior Richard de Claxton made an arrange¬ 
ment concerning them with Prior Henry de Hornecastre (doc. printed North 
Durham, p. 101). This letter probably represents an earlier attempt to collect 
the money. 

No. 48. 

(a) Adam pistor witnesses a charter in the time of Prior Thomas, ? 1219-40 
(North Durham, no. cccxx), and Adam filius Helye pistoris is found twice 
as witness, once in 1285 (ibid., nos. cclxii and cccviii).

No. 50.

No. 51. 

(a) This, and the next letter, are an interesting illustration of the working 
out of the Provisions of Westminster and of the effectiveness of the baronial 
reforms. William Butler, the defendant of the action, was a cadet member 
of the family which had settled in Ireland, and which held the wapentake of 
Amounderness with the lordship of Preston (The Complete Peerage, ii, 447). 
Its dispute with the priory of Lytham over boundaries was longstanding 
(see note b, and below, no. 53 and note). William Butler was elected sheriff 
of Lancashire in 1259 in accordance with the baronial reforms (R. F. Treharne, 
The Baronial Plan of Reform, 1258-63, p. 205); but another part of the reform 
scheme was the effective check of sheriffs, and for this were devised a standing 
commission in each county to hear complaints against them and general eyres 
to hear the cases (ib., pp. 185-9). And so we have here, apparently, the sheriff 
being brought to trial for misdeeds committed during his tenure of office. 
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This was not the only time that the priory’s right to wreck was challenged. 
In 1292 the king instituted Quo warranto proceedings in respect of this right 
against Durham and Lytham, and the case went against the monks through 
a legal technicality [. Placita de quo warranto (Rec. Com.), pp. 369, 370, 386]. 
In 1295 the king granted the resumed right to his brother Edmund, earl of 
Lancaster [Cal. Charter Rolli. ii 461), and the convent seems later tohave 
paid a rent to the earls for the exercise of the right [De Lacy Inquis., 
Lancashire Documents, 1311-1422 (Chetham Soc., vol. 74), p. 45; compotus of 
the cell, 1400, in H. Fish wick, The Hist, of the Parish of Lytham (Chet. 
Soc., new ser., vol. 60), p. 86], which was not unprofitable (an item 
“ 33/4 arising from ‘ le wracke ’ of the sea, and 20/- omitted from the last 
account” appears in the compotus of 1460, ibid., p. 88). 

(b) These were the two boundaries of the parish of Lytham on the Ribble 
foreshore ( Compotus of 1460 and 1503, printed Fishwick, op. cit., pp. 88 and 
91). The cross was on the Lytham-Layton (Blackpool) road, and Mulespole 
was a ditch (doc. of 1271, quoted ibid., p. 6; see also foundation charter of 
Lytham, ib., p. 3; and ib., pp. n-15). The cross separated the prior’s fore¬ 
shore from that of the Butlers, and a great case arose out of trespassing in 
1530 (ibid., pp. 11-15). 

No. 52.

This document and 
no. 51 show that the quarrel of the cell with the lords of Weeton and 
Westby over boundaries, which later was chronic ( V.C.H ., Lancs, vii, 215), 
began rather earlier than has hitherto been thought. The lords of Westby 
were the Cliftons, of which family Gilbert was a member. Weeton was the 
head of the Irish Butler’s fee in Amounderness.

(a) William de Montfort was dean of St. Paul’s from 1286 until he was 
struck dead by King Edward’s financial demands in 1294. He had been 
chancellor of Oxford University in 1282. The part which his immediate pre¬ 
decessor in the deanery, Roger de la Leye, 1283-5, had played in the quarrel 
between Durham and York is not ascertainable. Thomas de Ingelthorpe, who 
preceded Roger, was appointed on 13 August 1282, by Pope Martin IV, one 
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of the judges-delegate to consider the definitive sentence secured by the 
convent against the archbishop of York at the hearing of the case at Stam¬ 
ford in February ( Placitum , fo. 155V). The dean delegated his powers ( ib ., 
fo. 157V), and the sentence against the archbishop was confirmed on 15 January 
1282/3 a t Northampton by the commissaries of the judges (ib., fo. 161). 

(b) A proctor repeatedly employed by the convent during the litigation 
with the archbishop of York (Placitum, passim). 

The Prior’s Archid. Jurisdic. in Howdenshire and Allertonshire. 

(a) The liberties of St. Cuthbert in the diocese of York, two groups of 
parishes known as Allertonshire and Howdenshire, were divided in the 
thirteenth century between the bishop and convent of Durham according to 
the patronage of the churches. The franchise had been assimilated to an 
archdeaconry towards the end of the twelfth century, and the convent ad¬ 
ministered its share through an official, special commissioners, and the personal 
intervention of the prior. The portion subject to the convent was composed 
of the whole of Howdenshire, Howden, Eastrington, Brantingham, Heming- 
brough, Skipwith, Walkington, Welton and Holtby, and three parishes in 
Allertonshire, Northallerton, Kirkby Sigston and West Rounton. The bishop’s 
share was made up of the Allertonshire parishes of Birkby, Cowesby, Leake, 
Osmotherley and Crayke, the last also exempt from the archiepiscopal juris¬ 
diction. The religious houses within the liberties—the hospital of St. James 
with its two parish churches, North Otterington and Thornton-le-Street; 
the hospital or collegiate chapel of Lazenby; and the female priory of St. 
Stephen’s, Foukeholm—were also subject to the bishop, although the first 
two were both situated in the convent’s parish of Northallerton. The nunnery 
was in the parish of Osmotheiley. 

No. 70. 

(a) He is found in 1262 as rector of Dinsdale (below, no. 116), and died in 
1265 as rector of Welton (below, no. 143). 

No. 71.

(a) Lambert occurs in 1244 as rector of Bedlington (North Durham, p. 368). 
In 1265 he resigned the church of Kimblesworth to the bishop of Durham 
because he had been appointed rector of Welton by the convent (below, nos. 
143-4). He cannot have held Welton long, for Mr. Hugh of Evesham resigned 
it in 1272 (Reg. Giffard, p. 57). His name is variously spelt—Germium (North 
Durham), Geruim (143), Germin (144), and may well be Giruum (Jarrow).

(a) Sir Richard, who was the royal chancellor 1269-72 (Tout, Chapters * 
vi, 5), was the first holder of the prebend of Saltmarshe, and had been in¬ 
stituted by 12 October (below r , no. 135a). Mr. John de Brompton probably 
died in that month (below, no. 143). Sir Richard was presented by the convent 
to Hemingbrough in 1269/70 (Reg. Giffard, p. 30), and was still in possession 
at his death (ib., p. 57). In 1270 he was archdeacon of Northumberland 
(Le Neve), and in 1272 he w r as presented to the church of Marnham (Reg. 
Giffard, p. 67). For his death see below, no. 98. 

No. 81. 

(a) Mr. Benedict de Hertilpol was presented in 1275/6 by the convent to 
West Rounton (Reg. Giffard, pp. 289-90); 1280 presented by the convent 
to Welton (Reg. Wickwane, p. 232); occurs in 1300 (‘Gesta Dunelmensia 
mccc,’ p. 23).

No. 84. 

(a) Mr. Emery de Rochechouart appears to be a scion of that family from 
Haute-Vienne which attached itself to Henry III. In 1251 he seems to have 
been an unsuccessful candidate for the church of Faccombe (Cal. Pat., p. 88); 
in 1252 the king presented him to Willingham, co. Suffolk (ib., p. 138); he 
•occurs in 1266 as rector of Skipwith (ib., p. 643), and died in possession (Reg. 
Giffard, p. 94). His successor was appointed to St. Mary Magdalene, Blather- 
wick, in July 1269 (Rot. Ric. Gravesend, p. 36). 

(b) 1249-50 rector of Ashby Puerorum [Rot. Rob. Grosseteste, ed. F. N. Davis 
(Cant. & York Soc.), p. 126], resigning in 1268/9 (Rot. Ric. Gravesend, p. 35); 
archdeacon of Northumberland (F.D.). Roger is found in 1262 as the bishop’s 
official (below, no. 117; cf. nos. 107 and 108), and in April 1268 went to the 
papal curia on the affairs of the bishop of Durham (Cal. Pat., p. 221).

No. 92. 

(a) A Dominican friar and theologian, who became Henry Ill’s confessor, 
and in 1256 a member of his council. In 1278 he was appointed one of the 
papal collectors in England, and, about the same time, archbishop of Dublin. 
He died in 1284, still occupied with the collection of the papal tenth, and 
without having had time to visit his see (D.N.B.). 

No. 96. 

(a) Mr. Adam de Derlington, the proctor who made this and the following 
appeal, although probably never the prior’s official, occasionally acted as his 
representative in the liberties (see above, pp. 16, 208), There can be no 
doubt that the archbishop could visit the franchise during a general visitation 
of the diocese; yet there is no evidence that he did so in this period. In 1311 
Archbishop Greenfield, sede Dunelmensi vacante, visited Allertonshire, but 
probably only'the bishop’s churches, and then by devolution [Reg. Green¬ 
field, ed.

He was admitted to Howden in 1219-20, and his successor in 1223-4 (ibid., 
pp. 150-1). The dates given in F.D. for his tenure of the archdeaconry (1290- 
1300), and by Le Neve (1296), are manifestly wrong, unless they are for an 
entirely different person. Simon, when archdeacon, was a benefactor of the 
convent, for he granted land to the convent’s almshouse for the maintenance 
of three scholars in the school of Durham, who were to be fed and boarded 
by the convent’s almoner (Script. Tres, p. ccccxxxi). 

(c) Admitted to Howden in 1223-4 Gray, p. 151), and could have 

held it for a very short time (see next note). 

(d) The second son of Alan Basset, baron of Wycombe, Fulk was elected 
dean of York in 1239 and bishop of London in 1241. As bishop he was involved 
in quarrels with the pope, Archbishop Boniface, and the king; but although 
closely associated with the clerical-baronial opposition, he adhered to the 
king in 1258, and remained a royalist until his death in 1259 (D.N.B.). In 
the northern province Fulk had the provostship of Beverley and in 1239 
the deanery of York (Le Neve). He had dispensation from Pope Honorius III 
(1216-27) for holding Beverley and Howden, occurs as rector of Howden in 
1226 (Reg. Gray, p. 7), and resigned the church and his provostship in 1238 
(bull of Gregory IX, printed ibid., p. 177). 

(e) The son of a country priest, and a royal clerk from his early years, 
John excelled in both military and administrative affairs. He became the 
chief adviser of the king, was sometimes entrusted wdth the custody of the 
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great seal, and through his position received so many benefices that he is 
reputed to have refused several bishoprics. He was provost of Beverley in 
1250 (Le Neve), and treasurer of York in 1256, and occurs in 1264. He died 
in France in January 1265, two years after his expulsion by the barons from 
England ( D.N.B. ). He was rector of Howden before July 1240 (see below, 
no. 123 and n.). 

(f) Possibly the clerk who became bishop of Durham: see F.D. for benefices* 
In 1226 a grant was made, with the assent of Fulk Basset, rector of Howden. 
and of the prior and convent, to Walter de Kirkham of the tithe of corn 
belonging to the chapel of Eastrington, ‘ nomine simplicis beneficii * and 
without cure of souls and episcopal burdens, in return for a pension to the 
rector of Howden; the which grant was to revert to the rector if Kirkham 
died or resigned (Reg. Gray, p. 7).

They 
are repeated in exactly the same order in one hand of the end of the century 
on ff. 77-81 (S 2 ). It appears then that the second collection is probably a 
copy of the first. One of these pieces also occurs on fo. 27 v (S 1 ), and a colla¬ 
tion of the texts shows that while S and S 2 frequently agree against S 1 , S 1 
and S 2 never combine against S. This makes it perfectly clear that the texts 
of S and S 2 are not independent. S 2 , however, has some unique headings, 
and it has also been used to fill lacunae in the text of 5, caused by a defect 
in the MS. This defect may have been existent when S 2 was copied, for it 
seems to explain some of the variations between S 1 and S' 2 . William Brown 
(‘The institution of the prebendal church at Howden,’ Yorkshire Archeo¬ 
logical Journal, xxii, 166-72) has used these documents.

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(c) Mr. Hugh became famous for his knowledge of mathematics and science, 
and was called to Rome in 1280 to give his opinion on certain medical questions. 
He was appointed the papal physician by Martin IV, and made a cardinal 
in 1281 with the title of St. Laurence in Lucina (D.N.B.). According to the 
same authority he spent the rest of his life at Rome, where he acted as proctor 
for the archbishop of York. He died in 1287. Nevertheless, Hugh’s relations 
with Durham were intimate. He had held the rectory of the convent’s 
church of Welton before 1272 (Reg. Giffard, p. 57); the monks are seen in 
touch with him in 1274 after the election of Robert of Holy Island to the bishop¬ 
ric ( Script . Tres, p. lxxxvi); they appealed to him in the summer of 1281 for 
help against the archbishop of York ( Placitum , fo. I38 v ), and it was through 
the cardinal’s mediation that the great quarrel was settled in 1286 (Script. 
Tres, p. 73). 

(d) The king, having the guardianship of the vacant archbishopric,tried 
to present that notorious pluralist, Bogo de Clare, to the rectory of Howden 
on 15 September 1265 (Cal. Pat., p. 449; cf. p. 520). Henry was, of course, 
mistaken in his claim; but the convent and the newly-instituted prebendaries 
must have thought it advisable to buy Bogo off with a pension. His annual 
allowance was probably the handsome sum of 200 marks, for the convent is 
found paying him 100 (above, no. 7). Docs. no. 134 and 135 also seem to 
concern this business.

Soc., 
vol. 91), i, 147). Alan and Henry of Melsonby were also benefactors of 
Durham, and the anniversary of Alan was celebrated by a pittance for the 
monks and the feeding of 300 poor people, while for the soul of Henry a 
chantry priest celebrated on all festivals in the chapel in a porch at the 
west end of the north aisle of the choir (Script. Tres, pp. xxxviii seq., and 
above, p. 215, no. 7).

About the year 
1263 the pope ordered him to make inquiry about a case concerning various 
Scottish barons, but he exceeded his instructions, cited the king and barons 
beyond the realm, was prodigal with sentences of excommunication and inter¬ 
dict, and caused such a scandal that in January 1264 the pope, at the request 
of the king of Scotland, put the conduct of the case into other hands (Cal. 
Pap., i, 408-9). Poncius then indulged in crime. He forged letters of Pope 
Urban through which he obtained money from persons in France and in 
all the British Isles. In May 1266 the pope announced that the forgery had 
been discovered, the forger imprisoned by the bishop of Langres, and the 
money collected assigned to certain merchants according to papal mandate, 
and ordered that all the holders of securities given by Poncius were to sur¬ 
render them to the papal collectors (Cal. Pap., i, 424)—which was hard luck 
on the defrauded. This document is presumably an illustration of the provost's 
criminal activities.

Cotton gives documents relative to the calling of the council, and then jumps 
to the actual discussions, omitting the postponements and arrangements of 
which we are informed in this document. He makes the five articles of dis¬ 
cussion given in the ‘ Durham ’ account into seven, by the sub-division of 
two of them. The replies in the ‘ Durham ’ account show this sub-division; 
but it is uncertain whether Cotton elaborated the articles or the Durham 
correspondent simplified them. From the ‘ Durham ’ account we learn that 
the preliminary discussion was on a diocesan basis, and Cotton gives the replies 
of the Norwich committee to the articles, together with a selection from the 
responses of the other bodies. What, then, are the replies in the ‘ Durham ’ 
account ? If the author of the document is indeed Mr. Reginald de Brandon, 
as we believe, there are two possibilities: either they are the London replies, 
for' Reginald was a canon of St. Paul’s, or they are the sifted and official 
version, for he was one of the proctors sent to Rome. It seems obvious that 
a man sending a report of an important council to a friend at Durham, when 
he was in a position to know the result of the deliberations, would transmit 
the final conclusions and not tentative suggestions. This assumption is 
reinforced by the logical arrangement of the account, so different from that 
found in Cotton. It is rather strange to find this report of a convocation of 
the southern province on the roll of a northern convent; but Mr. Reginald 
de Brandon, one of the nuncios elected to carry the results of the deliberations 
to Rome, had been a clerk of the convent, and was still closely associated 
with Durham (see above, no. 8, note a). Hence it seems reasonable to believe 
that he was the author of this inelegant piece of Latinity.
